DIVORCES ON 
THE INCREASE 


U. S. Report Says Number 
Grows Every Five Years. 


945,625 IN TWENTY YEARS 


W eddings In the Sam e Period, From 


1887 to 1907, W ere 12,832,044— W est 


Has Higher Percentage of Unhappy 


Marriagea Than the East. 


W ashington, Oct. 8.—The census bu­ 
reau has published a report on m ar­ 
riage and divorce. T he investigation 
of the subject was u n dertaken by di­ 
rection of congress, and grew out of 
a conference in th is city betw een rep­ 
resen tativ es of various religious de­ 
nom inations. The investigation has ex­ 
tended over a period of nearly five 
years. 
‘‘A pparently th e divorce rate. like 
th e velocity of a falling body, is con­ 
stan tly Increased.'' says th e report, 
“and it is im possible to determ ine 
statistically from available d ata ju st 
w hat the resu lts would be lf the rate 
reached a t any p articu lar tim e rem ain­ 
ed co n stan t; in o th er words, no sta tis­ 
tics bearing on the question of th e 
duratio n of m arriag es term inated by 
divorce have been obtained th at accu­ 
rately rep resen t present conditions or 
conditions at any p articu lar period, for 
the conditions are not static, but dy­ 
namic.** 
T he sta tistic s cover a period from 
1887 to th e end of 1906. and the total 
num ber of m arriages recorded was 12,- 
832,044. 
T he Investigation showed th a t in the 
tw enty years covered the num ber of 
divorces granted was 945,625. 
In th e tw enty years from 1867 to 
1886 the num ber w as about 328.716. 
hardly m ore th an one-third of the num ­ 
ber recorded in the second 
tw enty 
years T he rep o rt says th at each sue 
cessive five-year period since 1867 has 
w itnessed a m arked increase in the 
num ber of divorces. 
In 1906 the highest divorce rate per 
IOO OOO estim ated population (168) was 
reported from th e w estern division—a 
rate which was m ore than four tim es 
th at reported from the north A tlantic 
division <41) and alm ost four tim es 
th at reported from the south A tlantic 
(43). 
The rate for th e north central 
division (108) was 
alm ost tw o and 
tw o-thirds tim es th at for the north At­ 
lantic. while th at for th e south cen tral 
(118) was tw o and three-fourths tim es 
th at for the south A tlantic. 
Broadly 
speaking, th e divorce ra te increases as 
one goes w estw ard.

Passage Over Mountains Was Made 
In a Dense Fog, With the Basket 


Frequently Crashing Through the 
Tree Tops. 


Paris, O ct 8.—Edward W. Mix. of 
Columbus, O., the winner of the Inter­ 
national balloon race for the Gordon 
I Bennett trophy, which started from 
Zurich Sunday, has sent the following 
account of his memorable voyage. His 
dispatch la dated W arsaw: 
’’Leaving Zurich Sunday at 3.57 p. 
rn., we were able to recognize our 
route only as far aa Constance. Thence 
to the finish the w eather was to thick 
that direction 
could only be deter­ 
mined by compass. 
During 
Sunday 
night the balloon. In a drenching rain, 
sometimes seemed to be at a complete 
standstill. We ascended and descended 
in search of better currents of air, 
without 
appreciable 
results. 
By 
4 
o'cloc k in the morning half of our bal­ 
last had been used. 
Thrilling Passage Through Alps. 
“The passage of the Bavarian Alps 
through rain and clouds was thrilling 
Onca we swooped down the mountain 
side with frightful velocity, plunging 
into a chasm of fog which seemed bot 
toneless. 
It was as lf the earth had 
opened to swallow us up. The basket 
several 
tim es crashed 
through 
the 
tree tope. 
After two hours we emerg 
from the valley and got a north 
easterly slant of wind. 
“When clear of the m ountains we 
moved at a lively rate. The guide rope 
dragged over farm houses, breaking 
tiles and chimneys. 
The 
peasants 
rushed out with cries and impreca 
Mons. 
“We then found that the guide rope* 
had become unraveled and hoisted it 
into the 
basket for repairs, 
which 
were most difficult, as we were at the 
same 
tim e 
working hard with the 
blower to prevent the balloon from ria 
ing. A few hours later we recognized 
several villages and then the town cl 
Konigstadt. We sighted a balloon to 
the eastw ard, with peasants hanging 
os to the guide rope. 
“After 
passing 
over 
Konigstadt. 
which coat three sacks of ballast, we 
rose through the clouds to an alt! 
tude of 15.boo feet, and saw above the 
clouds a balloon to the north, about 
350 feet higher. We began to descend 
at 1.40 p rn., em erging from the clouds 
about 1300 feet above the town of Wal 
denburg. and were obliged to pettlaon 
eleven sacks of ballast and half of our 
provisions to keep clear of the roofs 
but as it was. the guide rope dragged 
over the wire of the fortress and rail 
road station, creating consternation 
among the yelling population. 
’"We rose again to 2800 m etres near 
Bretiau. throwing overboard the life 
savers, m attresses and the rem ainder 
of our provisions. Gradually we con 
tinned to descend after that altitude 
until 6 o’clock In the evening. With 
good equilibrium we managed to keep 
afloat until 3 o’clock Tuesday morning 
without expenditure of ballast, of which 
aa a m ater of fact there was not an 
ounce left. 
Wedged In Pine Trees. 
“The balloon 
landed and 
became 
wedged between pine trees in the for 
pet of Gustova. We walnted until 6.30 
before deflating and then searched for 
help. We found peasants, one of whom 
had been In America and spoke a lit 
tie English. W ith their ald we loaded 
the balloon on carts. 
While this was 
In progress a forest guard wantonly 
killed one of the peasant's dogs am us 
Ing great indignation. We accompanied 
the owner to the proprietor of the es 
tate to lodge a complaint, and found a 
peasant 
woman 
speaking 
a 
little 
French, who registered an entry of 
our landing in the log book. While the 
peasants were conveying the balloon 
to Ostrolenko the women gave us a 
prim itive meal of potatoes and water. 
“On our arrival at Ostrolenko we 
were stopped by the police, who tool 
us, together with the balloon, to the 
station, where we remained until in 
atrochous were received from St. Pe 
tarsburg for our release. 
We were 
treated excellently.” 


PRESIDENT R0UGHINQ IT 


Mr. Taft Enjoys First Day’s Trip In 
Yosemite Valley. 
Wa won*, Cal., Oct. 8.—An all-day 
fiage ride over thirty-four miles of 
mountain road brought President Taft 
to this little Sierra retreat, eight miles 
from the entrance to the Mariposa 
grove of big trees. 
The day ride from El Portal Includ­ 
ed glimpses of Yosemite valley from 
Inspiration and A rtists Points, a pur­ 
suit of the tum bling waters of the 
Merced river into the valley floor and 
a winding, narrow climb to a height of 
7000 feet at the crest of mountains 
which shut In the wonders of the 
Yosemite. 
News that mountain lions were in­ 
festing the park held out hope of ad­ 
venture for a time, but not even the 
tracks of one was seen on the road. 
The president declared th at this was 
one of the most enjoyable days of his 
life. 
Ii was the first glimpse of the 
Yosemite, 
and 
the im pressive sur­ 
roundings the bracing mountain air, 
the freedom from speachm aking all 
contributed to the pleasure of the first 
day of roughing it in the Sierras.

And so 
long as we go ahc*ad steadily and mod­ 
erately in adding to our navy, replac­ 
ing the older ships with the moat 
modern type, thus keeping our navy 
abreast of the world, no one will ever 
be able to say. like Mr. Landis, that 
other nations do not regard the Ameri­ 
can navy seriously.”
